HIS message was circulated yesterday 
by Reuter’s: Correspondent at Wash- 
ington after a day full of conflicting 
rumours and contradictory statements.

The opinion generally expressed was 
that President Coolidge, while officially 
silent, hed exercised a strong influence on 
the negotiations, as he was most anxious 
that M. Caillaux should not return with- 
out some kind of agreement being reached, 
The American Commissioners visited Presi- 
dent Coolidge during the morning, and 
informed him that no French proposals 
had so far been made which were accept- 
abl2 to them. 

“he t: o Commissions then held a joint 
session in order once more to re-examine 
the situation in the hope of finding some 
means of reconciling the divergent posi- 
tions. The session lasted only a quarter 
of an hour, and the French delegation 
then returned to their hotel. M. Caillaux 
returned at three o'clock to consult Mr. 
Mellon. At this conference an arrange- 
ment was reached, 


£8,000,000 A YEAR. 

The arrangement covers a period of five 
years, and the French Commission will 
take back with them an American pro- 
posal enabling them to continue the dis- 
cussions with a view to a permanent settle- 
ment any time within that period. The 
agreement provides for an annual payment 
of 40 millicn dollars. 

The further negotiations contemplated 
will be resumed as soon as the French 
Government feels that the situation per- 
mits. 

It was stated that the arrangement 
presumably will require official confirma- 
tion by the French Government. While 
M. Callaux had authority to make a full 
settlement, he questioned his right to 
make a temporary settlement.

NO ADVANCE ON WAGES 
OFFER. 


Hopes were entertained “in Limerick on 
Wednesday that the negotiations which were 
then begun would result in an adjustment of 
the difficulty, and it was, therefore, with 
much surprise that it was learned yesterday 
morning that matters had ended in a break- 
down, á 

Late on Wednesday night, after a com- 
mittee meeting of the Limerick Branch of the 
Irish Transport and General Workers’ Union, 
a conference took place between Mr. Joseph 
McGrath, Director of Labour for Messrs. 
Siemens-Schuckert, and Messrs. T. Kennedy, 
vice president, and J. McCarthy, local 
organiser of the Transport Union, with the 
object of endeavouring to effect a settlement. 
No agreement was found possible. The 
negotiations, it is learned, failed on the re- 
fusal of the representative of the contractors 
to entertain a proposal by the Transport 
Union officials for an advance on the rate of 
wages of eightpence an hour for unskilled 
labour. » : 

It was contended that this was the district 
rate outside the city, but this was strongly 
coutested by the representatives of the 
Transport Union, who held that the sate 
for bmlding, excavation and constructional 
work in the district is one-and-a-penny per 
hour. 

It was stated yesterday that the contractors 
will proceed with work on the Shannon with 
labour obtained outside Limerick. 


THE FIRST PICKETS. 

Yesterday morning pickets from the Trans- 
port Workers’ Union were placed outside the 
disused Strand Military Barracks, where 
Messrs. Siemens-Schuckert have a number 
of stone masons employed at trade union 
wages.

A SURPRISE. 

A new development took place last night 
in connection with the dispute. Limerick 
National ex-Servicemen, who declined a fort- 
night ago to.join the ranks of the Transport 
Workers’ Union for industrial purposes, have 
accepted an offer from the representatives of 
the contractors, Dr. T. McLaughlin and Mr. 
Joseph McGrath. This offer guarantees a 
wage of fifty shillings a week, with no 
broken time, to the men. As a result, 
forty-five of these men are starting work to- 
day at the Strand Barracks an. at Parteen.

Pigs, rang- 
ing from 88 to 100 kilos, were being 
despatched to, a bacon-curing factory, and, 
from the moment they left the ctate in 
the farmers’ carts, not a stick was used 
to urge them on. 

They were passed first through a weigh- 
bridge gear, and marked, and then into 
a wide gangway leading to the wagons. 
When everything was ready, the end rail 
of the gangway was dropped, so as to 
give an entry to the wagons, and the pigs 
were driven in without any of the squeal- 
ing so c.mmon in Ireland. Two men kept 
the animals moving—one using the end of 
a broom and the other the flat of a shovel, 
with which they pushed the animals. 
There was no beating. By an arrangement 
at one end the wagons can be freély 
ventilated. 


A MODEL FARM. 

A surprise awaited the party on their visit 
to the estate of Sir Cederfeld de Simonsen, 
Thorupgaard, Erholm. The owner was 
absent, but his son, Lieutenant Simonsen, 
kindly received the party, although he had 
only short notice of our coming. This estate 
consists of 3,000 acres Aicme MÁ and 2,000 
acres of it are under tillage. The mansion 
house and pleasure grounds—the latter cover- 
ing about 30 acres—reminded us of some of 
the stately homes of Ireland. The estate lies 
in the only part of Denmark that could be 
described as hilly, and it overlooks the 
highest hills in Denmark. This part of the 
property is valued at £700 per annum, and 
taxation is so high that it may be given up 
altogether. It is beautifully wooded, pos- 
sesses a fine orchard, and in every - respect 
resembles a well kept country property in 
Ireland. 
One of the farms belonging to this estate is 
used chiefly as a breeding centre for Danish 
pigs. Its object is to supply pure-bred stock 
to farmers, and it is one of the best centres 
in the Island of Funen. The sows, when 
sold, are usually crossed with a large York 
boar, a first cross of this type having been 
found extremely useful for bacon production. 
A State Commission visits the farm period!- 
cally to see that the sows are properly bred 
and tecorded, but except in this respect, the 
establishment has no connection. with the 
State. At seven months old the sows are 
served by a Yorkshire boar and then dis- 
nosed of, the price being £17 10s. per head. 
Then in young the sows are fed three times 
daily on mangels and a mixture of 2lb. barley 
and oats, with whey. There were 18 sows 
and four boars on the farm at the time of 
our visit, and all were in very good condi- 
tion. 

THOROUGHNESS. __ : 

Eight apprentices are employed, in addi- 
tion to the workmen, and the training they 
receive is one that is bound to help them. 
Everything is thoroughly done, and on a 
large scale. Similar work probably is done 
as well on small holdings. Im fact, there 1s 
no difference in this respect between the 
large and small holdings, and the training 
received on this farm is therefore extremely 
useful. The piggeries, stabling and cow 
bvres are models of their kind—wide, airy, 
and well-lighted. : 

Among the horses was a typical Jutland 
mare. one of the native Danish breeds, which 
resemble the clean-legged Irish farm horse. 
The byre accommodates 100 sows, and, like 
every other building inspected, it was abso- 
lutely clean. The red Danish cows kept here 
are rather smaller than those already seen. 
Plenty of milk is obtained, but there are no 
outstanding yielders. shea 

A seven to eight course rotation 1s adopted 
—falliow, winter corn, mangels or swedes, 
harley, oats, grass—two years. At another 
farm on the estate we were informed that the 
net profit was £2 per acre. 

A visit. was then paid to a co-operative 
creamery. Here the milk is collected from 
farmers by a carrier from the creamery, and 
much loss of time is saved on the farm. How

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SIR DENIS HENRY | 


DEAD. 


(LOSEOF DISTINGUISHED 
CAREER. 
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We regret to announce the death of Sir 
Denis Henry, Bart., Lord Chief Justice. of 
Northern Ireland, which took, place ,at. his 
residence ‘‘ Lisvarna,” Windsor avenve, Bel- 
fast, yesterday morning. 

The Lord Chief Justice, who had just re- 
turned from a holiday, had -not been in 
robust health since the: rising of the Courts 
for the Long Vacation. On medical advice 
he had been at Harrogate, where he had 
undergone treatment. e recently returned, 
and on. Tuesday he had a seizure, which 
proved to be fatal. 

Sir Denis Henry, who was the sixth son of 
the late Mr. James Henry, of Cahore, Drapers- . 
town . was bor ni” 1864, and was educated at 
Mount St. Mary s College, Chesterfield, and 
later at Queen’s College, Belfast. Called to 
the Irish Bar in 1885, at the age of 21 years, 
he joined the North-Western Circuit, and 
soon enjoyed a large practice. He. was called 
to the Inner Bar in 1896 and became a 
Bencher of King’s Inns two years afterwards. 
He was a Justice of the Peace and a Deputy- 
Lieutenant for his native county, and was 
appointed a Commissioner for Charitable Be- 
quests in 1912. He was Senior Crown Counsel 
for the County Westmeath and was engaged 
in virtually-all the -cases of importance tried 
in Ireland. until he reached the Bench, in- 
cluding the Ussher case. 

‘ COMMANDING FIGURE. 

Lord Chief Justice Henry was a man of 
remarkable and commanding appearance and 
a notable speaker. . He contested North 
Tyrone in 1906, when the.Home Rule candi- 
date, who later became Mr. ‘Justice Dodd, 
defeated him by nine votes. He again con- 
tested the constituency in 1907, when he was 
beaten by the late Lord Chancellor Barry by 
102 votes, but nine years later he was.elécted 
Unionist member: for. South Derry, when Mr. 
John Gordon, K.C., was elevated to. the 
Bench, being the first Roman Catholic who 
represented that strongly Protestant borough. 
In 1918 he had a majority of 4,961 over the 
Nationalist candidate. 

In 1918 he was Solicitor-General for Ire- 
land, and Attorney. - Gene from 1919 to 
1921. All through his life he was a staunch 
supporter of the Unionist cause. He married 
the daughter of the late Lord Justice Holmes, 
by which marriage he had tw. sons and two 
daughters. ' 

On the passing of the Government of Ire- 
land Act he was appointed Lord Chief Justice 
and head of the Northern Judiciary, & posi- 
tion which he held with great dignity and 
marked ability. On the 15th August, 1921, 
in Portrush Town Hall, the Lord Chancellor 
conducted the swearing in of Mr. Henry as 
Lord Chief Justice of Northern Ireland,’ in 
the presence of a distinguished company. 

HONOURED BY COLLEAGUES. 

As a Roman Catholic Unionist, Mr. Henry, 
as he then was; Tendered. great service to 
the Unionists on many platforms at elections 
in Great Britain. o man in the Ulster 
Party was more honoured by his colleagues, 
and his appointment as Lord Chief Justice 
met with widespread approval, while the 
bavonetcy conferred upon him shortly after 
his appointment was generally regarded as a 
fitting seal to a distinguished legal and poli- 
tical career. 

However much some of his countrymen 
and co-religionists may have disagreed with 
Lord Chief Justice Henry on political ques- 
tions, he was li and highly 
respected by He was a member of the 
Carlton Club, but seemed to wish to keep 
out of the limelight as much as possible.

Srr,—It seems that a good many farmers 
are not exactly pleased with our t 
Government. - After all, Ministers ve a 
pretty hard row to hoe; so may we not give 
them every possible latitude in matters that 
do not come strictly within the limits of our 
own business as farmers? [| think that states- 
men do not often adopt protection either to 
raise or lower prices: to farmers or others. 
They may consider effects far more important 
and far-reaching than these.

Five- 
sixths of the»population of this country must 
prosper or’ perish with the farmer and’ his 
Fea; and to keep his production up to

—the regular payment of wages ‘and the 
proper stocking of the land with cattle, pigs 
and sheep to consume its produce. To‘ obtain 
these things capital is mecessary, and for the 
farmer, in this as in all agricultural. countries, 
capital means credit. | | 
_ At the present. moment agricultural. credit 
is.‘ down and out.'’ The grass lies idle; the 
crops cannot be used to fatten stock and can- 
not be sold at any reasonable figure, and 
there is no credit for farmers to buy the 
remnants of: the stock before the last is 
shi to England. Who is to pay the wages 
of labour from now on? I, for one; cannot’ 
Such. suggestions as the formation. of credit 
societies that might, rhaps, - help a few 
small farmers to buy a bunch of hens apiece 
are not worth considering. The banks, ari 
only the banks,.can really help; and I. am 
satisfied that the banks will help, if means 
be taken to restore their confidence.
